Items for Farmers. 
Salt Kills Poultry. — A wiitet- in a 
late number of the Oregon Farmer, claims 
that sail kills poultry, am! gives the follow- 
ing us his experience in .San Francisco : 

In 1850 and '51 in San Francisco, 1 had 
500 liens. During the fill of'50 they began 
to die off; sorno while eating would sud- 
denly drop down dead, although appearing 
in good health. I opened several ami found 
aT unusual redness about their crop, and 
the crop nearly dry. while lheir brain was 
perfectly black ami withered. 1 at first 
attributed the appearance '.o a species ol 
ague. Afterwards, it. the Spring of '51, I 
found that among the sweepings, which 1 
bad purchased of a feed store lor their food, 
a very considerable quantity of salt. I 
ceased for a while using thai lor lheir sus- 
tenance and my fowls thrived, but soon after 
giving them the sweepings they com- 
menced to die. This proved to me that 
sail was the cause of their death, operating 
as a purge in the fir.-tl instance until lheir 
digestive powers ceased, and then causing 
irritation in the crop, heat in the head, lol- 
lowed by fever and indigestion. 1 sifted 
the salt out from the Iced and no more 
deaths ensued, and 1 put occasionally into 
their drinking water a tea spoonfull of 
ground black pepper as a stimulant and 
antidote to what I thought was ague, with 
good results. 1 concluded then, — " Salt will 
kill poultry.'' 

The climate of San Francisco has never 
been considered favorable for poultry ; and 
it may possibly be that the loss of the hens 
was occasioned by totally different causes. 
Will some of our farmers give us their 
views on the subject ? 

Lime pon Trees.-— We have seen a 
statement that lime has been most success- 
fully used in England in transplanting trees, 
by mixing a small quantity, a quart or two, 
with the earlh in which the tree roots are 
planted. It serves a double purpose, assist- 
ing to keep '.he Berth moist, and convening 
vegetable substance into food for the tree. 
The statement !"oks so reasonable that we 
advise its trial. The English papers say 
that every tree- in a large plantation served 
in this way flottiiaheii finely. 

Sai.k of THE Famous Durham Bum..— 
That splendid Durham Bull, "Earl tin- 
Fourlh," that has recently been exhibited 
at the Black Hawk Stable, an i owned by J. 
D. Patterson, of New York, was recently 
sold to Capt. J. B. Frisbic, of Vallejo, lo be 
taken lo Solano county, California. Price 
paid, 84,000. 

Leave tour Land in a Good Condi- 
tion.— It should be the object of every tiller 
of the soil to leave his land in good condition 
after the removal of u crop, and, at the same 
time, obtain as remunerating returns as pos- 
sible. This can be done only by husband- 
ing all the souices of fertility upon the larm 
and adding thereto in every available man- 
ner. This is the Alpha s/iil Omega of pro- 
gressive agriculture. Nevar boast ol a 
''• bank account," if it is obtuir.ed at the ex- 
pense of your farm. 



Manure. — It is estimated that England 
pays annually three hundred million of dol- 
lars for manure. The to'al value of a year's 
crop has been reported to Parliament, some 
time ago, as being about three thousand 
millions ol" dollars — the crop includes the 
animal as well as the vegetable. The crop 
has been estimated in 1 hat kingdom to be 
worth fifteen hundrod millions. 

Bk..-is and Indian Corn for Cows. — 
We have always heard that beans and In- 
dian corn were the best food that could be 
given cows, and a correspondent of the Gen- 
esee (N, Y.) Farmer say* he fed his cows 
early hist spring, with three pints each per 
day of Indian corn and white beans, ground 
together in equal parts. He never ha'd his 
cows to do so well on any other food ; they 
gave a large quantity of milk, and the calves 
were the finest he ever raised. He says ho 
shall sell no more beans, but feed them lo 
his cows. 

To Prevent Lice on Calves. — A cor- 
respondent furnishes llio Country Gentleman 
the following recipe: Take of shorts one 
bushel, and a like quantity of corn, barley or 
oatmeal, and mix well together — give each 
calf a pint of the mixture night and morning 
— it can be fed on cut hay dampened ; a bet- 
ter way, however, is to add boiling water 
sufficient to scald it, and let stand until 
nearly cold, and then feed it in the form of 
a slop. If oil meal can be conveniently ob- 
tained, a small quantity may be added to 
advantage. They should be warmly stabled, 
and have all the good bay they will eat, and 
a full supply of pure water Iwiee a day. 
The above recipe is applicable to older ani- 
mals, by increasing ihe quantity according 
'o age ami size. 



Home Affections. 
The heart has affections that never die. 
The rough rubs of the world cannot oblite- 
rate them.

Then; is a magic 
sound. There is an old tree, under which 
the light-hearted boy swung many a day ; 
yonder is the river in which he learned lo 
swim ! there is Ihe house in which he knew 
a parent's protection : nay, there is the room 
in which he romped with his brother and 
sister, long since, alas ! laid i.i the yard in 
which he rrnisi be gathered, overshadowed 
by yon old church, whither with a joyous 
troop like himself, he had often followed 
his parents lo worship with, and hear the 
good old man who ministered at the altar. 
Why even the very school-house, associated 
in youthful days with thoughts '.flask, now 
comes to bring pleasant remembrances of 
many occasions that call forth some generous 
exhibition of noble traits o f human nature. 
There hu learned to feei some of his first 
emotions. There, perchance, he first met 
the being who, by her love and tenderness 
in life, has made a home for himself hap- 
pier than that which his childhood had 
known. There are certain feelings of hu- 
manity, and those loo, among ihe best, that 
can find no appiopriate place for their exer- 
cise onlv at one's fireside. There is a pri- 
vacy of that which it was a .species of de.se- 
cralion 10 violate. He who seeks wantonly 
to violate it is neither more nor less than a 
villain: and hence there exists no surer 
lest of the debasement of morals in a com- 
munity than a disposition to tolerate in any 
mode the man who invades the sanctity of 
private life. In the turmoil of the world, 
let there be at least one spot where the 
poor man may lind aifeclion and confidence.

Another Chief Justice Wantod. 

The rude but practical hand of innovation 
is everywhere visible; but at no time more 
visible than when we compare the Judges 
of modem courts of law with the ancient. 
Ancimitly, judges were chiefly priests or ec- 
clesiastics ; and consequently respect for 
the Bench took its use in the supposed di- 
vineaulhority with which they were clothed. 
Whether we turn to the prieslly code of 
Egypt, — 10 'he revealed theocracy of the 
Hebrews, — to the mediruval or still more 
modern usages of England, or elsewhere in 
European or Asiatic Slates, it is found that 
in society everywhere, priests, clergy, ec- 
clesiastics once administered justice as the 
judges of the land, hi England, during ihe 
middle ages, they monopolized the learning 
of the times; and were consequently made 
the custodians and administrators of the 
civil as well as the canon law. In modern 
England, however, the secular caste has 
been substituted for the sacerdotal ; and no 
man is allowed to don the judicial ermine 
except after years of patient study and ex- 
tensive practice devoted to the laborious 
profession of the law. Oilier nations, wheth- 
er in Ihe Uld or New World, repudiating 
priestly judgeships — have adopted similar 
innovations with manifest advantage to jus- 
tice and liberty ; whilst we, in founding a 
State on Vancouver Island, and planting the 
laws and civilization of the Anglo-Saxon, 
have made a still greater innovation by ele- 
vating a clerk of the Nanuimo Coal Compa- 
ny to the first judicial position in the colony. 

So far as we remember, there is only one 
instance of a Chief Justice and a Lord Chan- 
cellor having aught to do with the coal bu- 
siness before, and lhal was after, not prior, 
to the acquisition of so distinguished a posi- 
tion. We refer to th-j subservient and cruel 
JclTeries, in Ihe reign of James II. On the 
abdicaiion of that prince, at the accession of 
the Prince of Orangp, he was found at Wap- 
ping in a drinking saloon, dresssd as a coal 
heaver, and his face blacked with coal, the 
better to escape the summary justice of an 
enraged people, or the more refined punish* 
mont of the masterspirits of the revolution 

of Iti88. fTnlikn nor Chittf Indian n..r T I 
Chancellor, and "keeper of His Excellency's 
conscience," he was trained to the law. Our 
Chief Justice — it would appear from current 
history — instead of being versed in the pro- 
found commenlaries (and oft absurd eulo- 
gies) of Blackstone on the common law,\vas 
— so far as can be inferred from occupation 
— only versed in the Llackstone of the Nanai- 
mo mines. JefTeries may have benefitted by 
the lucubrations of Coke the compeer of Ba- 
con ; but our Chief Justice possibly bene- 
fitted from the coke detired from coal. We 
have -lo disposition to draw unnecessarily 
invidious parallels between two such oppo- 
site characters as the genial and humane 
gentleman who presides over our courts un- 
der His Excellency James Douglas, and the 
bullying and cruel Lord Chancellor of James 
II., but we cannot help adverting to another 
parallel. The latter gained honor by pun- 
ishing Ihe magnates of Bristol for selling 
English men and women into West Indian 
slavery; whilst tho former has been re- 
proached — true or untrue — with having had 
the oversight or discipline of a West India 
plantation, on which were the descendants 
of many kidnapped Africans. 

It is foreign to our purpose to write from 
current rumor any portion of his Lordship's 
biography, except so far as it subserves a 
great public duty ; and then as a tribune of 
the people, wo do it fearlessly. If Chief 
Justice Cameron was competent for his po- 
sition, we would caro not a fig by what in- 
tricate windings he reached the Bench. No 
matter whether his youth and manhood were 
spent as a linen draper in the "land o' 
cakes"; or as the arbitrary master of the 
offspring of kidnapped Africans under a 
tropical sun ; or as a clerk to the Nanaimo 
mines, — if qualified fur his position, he 
would only bo the more deserving of our re- 
spect — the respect of the public. There are 
those of the guinea stamp, — others, faded 
gentility, — others, needy scions of aristuera- 
oy, — others, professional caste, who gravely 
— sometimes sneeringly — tell us that a judge 
who never was an articled law student or 
duly admitted solicitor or barrister, is unfit 
for the Chief Justiceship, because " he smells 
of trade," and look no " royal road to learn- 
ing." Our sympathies are opposed to such 
reasons, however venerable, for another 
judge. Our justice rebels against th em, 
when the snobbery of older countries — where 
the shilling don't speak to the sixpence, nor 



thesixpencfl to the penny — dictates removal, 
no' on account of incompetency, but on ac- 
count of caste. 

** Honor (ind fbamc from no condition rise; 

Act well your part, there nil the honor lies.' 1 

It may be justly feared, however, that af- 
finity to colonial nobility has had more to do 
in elevating the Chief Justice to tho Bench, 
and, it may be, in keeping him there in op- 
position to public opinion, than any fitness 
his Lordship possesses for his office. So 
when the admirers of caste and the believers 
in the traditiuns of Lincoln's Inn unite with 
the masses, and urge the appointment of a 
new Chief Justice on account of his defi- 
ciencies, and the consequent danger to life, 
liberty and property, wo yield a reluctant 
consent to the removal of the first Chief 
Justice of Vancouver Island. 

So glaring are the imperfections of the 
Bench that weare reminded of the remark of 
an old English judge, more noted for his wit 
than veneration, who once said that " There 
was one thing the Lord never knew before- 
hand — that was what would be the verdict ol 
a pettit jury," so there are things in our courts, 
no one knows — neither barristers nor solicit- 
ors, however well trained, neither people nor 
jurors can toll how the Bench will rule as 
regards practice, what evidence will be ad- 
mitted, or what charge will be given the 
jury. The only thing certain is the bill of 
costs. When such a state cf things exists, 
a grave responsibility rests on the govern- 
ment that perpetuates so dangerous an evil. 
But when that government persists in the 
perpetuation of the evil, we can only appeal 
for redress to the safest guarantees for effi- 
ciency on the bench and unsunied ermine, 
to the High Court of Parliament, and the 
majesty of public opinion. 

Vote ok Want of Confidence. — Owing 
to the lateness of the hour tit which the 
House of Assembly rose last evening, we 
have to defer the report of the proceedings 
yesterday, to our next issue. An important 
debate occurred on Major Foster's motion 
that, the House obtain all the accounts be- 
tween the Government and the Hudson Bay 
Company, before any appropriations are 
made to meet the estimates for 1860. Mr. 
Cary opposed going into Committee of the 
Whole on the motion. After an animated 
debate, in which all the members took part, 
the amendment was lost and the motion 
was carried. Taking into consideration 
that the Governor communicated to the 
House that Mi. Cary was his Minister of 
Finance, the defeat of Mr. Gary's amend- 
ment is equivalent to a vote of want of con- 
Rilnnr.n in His Excellency's administration. 
Whether he will resign ur not remains to 
be seen. This victory over the Obstructives 
was gained by a majority of two. 

Interesting to Fak.meks.— On our first 
page will be found many itums of interest 
to the farmers of Vancouver Island and 
vicinity. We shall endeavor to give in 
future all items coming under our observa- 
tion, which may prove interesting or in- 
structive to our agriculturists. There is no 
occupation on the Island so important or so 
profitable (if properly managed) as farming. 
By far the greater portion of vegetables 
consumed in the Colony, is brought from 
the American side^ while we have thou- 
sands and thousands of acres almost crying 
out " come and cultivate me." To be su re, 
the illiberal policy of the government in 
disposing of the Crown lands has had much 
to do with driving farmeis from our midst ; 
but yet a great deal can be done by those 
already possessing farms under cultivation 
towards supplying our market with articles 
of ready sale and daily consumption. Wo 
shall be happy lo roeehe communications 
from any of our country friends on the sub- 
ject. 

The Stove-pipe Bill. — The stove-pipe 
Bill has passed tho House. It provides that 
the flame and smoke from every stove or 
grato must be carried off by u stone or brick 
chimney, projecting at least three feet 
above each roof. The limits within which 
it will be unlawful to use stove-pipes, unless 

connected with chimneys, is a follows : 

Commencing at a point on the North side 
of Johnson street, where the ravine nieels 
the harbor ; thence in an easterly direction 
to where it crosses Douglas street; thence 
southerly along the East side of Douglas 
street to the North side of dames' Bay; 
lhunco along the water-side to the point of 
commencement. The penally for a non- 
observance cf the law is a lino of not more 
than i.'5 for each and every offence, or im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding four- 
teen days. 

Discharged Outside.— The bark Ork 
arrived on Tuesday evening from San 
Francisco, She anchored in the outer har- 
bor, and discharged the goods she had 
aboard for Victoria — about forty tons — into 
tho schooner Mary Ann, and proceeded 
with the balance of her cargo to Port Town- 
send. 



Arrival of the Beaver. 

The Beaver arrived about half-past seven 
o'clock last evening from Fraser river. 

H, Lee Alley, Esq., Ballou's Express 
messenger, brought down 310,000 in dust, 
the H. B. Co. $25,000, and the Hunt to-day 
will have 81(5,000 in private hands— making 
a total of 851,000. 

We are indebted to Mr. Alley for the fol- 
lowing items : 

Several claims on Prince Albert's Flat, 
between Hope and Yale, are paying as high 
as $100 per week to the man. 

Navigation of the canons for this season 
is over. The hist canoe started on the 19th 
inst. from Yale. 

Business was very dull at Yale, and will 
continue so until the snow on the mountains 
melts sufficiently to admit of packing over 
the trail. 

The river is rising rapidly. 

Later Fiiom China. — The Norwegian 
ship Hebe arrived in our harbor yesterday, 
in f>2 days from Hong Kong, China. She 
brought a large quantity of China goods, 
and 2ti4 Chinese passengers. Through the 
courtesy of Messrs Samuel Price & Co., we 
were placed in possession of files of China 
papers. The brig Esna went ashore on the 
Island of Formosa, on the 26th of December. 
Tho vessel was subsequently attacked by 
Chinese pirates, who plundered her, and im- 
prisoned the crew. The latter were eventu- 
ally rescued by 11. M.S. Vixen, and taken lo 
Amoy. The Lady Inglis was lost off Snno- 
da on the 25th December; all on board were 
saved. The ships lied Hover and Leon 
were up for this port ; the Eagle, before re- 
porled on the way, I. ad been withdrawn, 
and gone to Melbourne. 

High Roads. — The Acting Colonial Sur- 
veyor notifies the freeholders of Victoria, 
Esquimall, Metchosin, Lake, and North and 
South Saanich Districts, that by order of the 
Guvernor,' he will shortly proceed to lay out 
the high roads in those districts; and re- 
quests that the inhabitants will hold meet- 
ings and appoint a committee of three from 
e. eh district, lo assist him in defining such 
roads. We hope that every facility will be 
afforded ihe Surveyor in the prosecution of 
these much needed improvements. 

Gov. Douglas among: the Indians — 
The Rescued I'iusonek Given Up — Gov. 
Douglas, accompanied by Police Judge 
I'embeiton and officer Crowley, visited the 
llyiler Indian encampment, and demanded 
the boy that was tescued from the officers 
about a week since. Alter a Ion;; " talis " 
and much gllimblillg on the pait ol Ihe na- 
tives, the oriendfr wn» delivered up, and 
marched lo jail by officer Crowley. The 
riiuians »ci« given iu uiiUetntaTuI thai any 
futuie offences would be severely pnuisheit 

Imports of Bnmsn Columbia —The 
imports ol British Columbia, fui the quaiter 
ending March 3 1 St, amount lo the snug sum 
of 8215,635 05, on which a duly was paid 
of 821,562 50. The imports during the pre- 
vious quarter were S255,3S1 00— or S3IX- 
750 55 greater than the quarter just passed. 

Fined por Buying a Grouse.— Mr. VV. 
Zelner appeared before the Police Judge uu 
Tuesday, to answer a charge preferred by 
otliccr Andiews, ol buying a t;run>e. The 
charge was proven, and a fine of f>s. im- 
posed. We have before alluded lo the 
game laws ol April, 1859, being in force Hi 
present. 

Removal ok Dei.uue Enuine, No. O.ni: 
The Deluge Engine was yesterday removed 
from the engine house near the fori to the 
roum lately occupied by E. Mallandaine's 
school, on Broad street. Members of the 
Company will take notice, and remember 
where to find their machine in case of alarm 
until after parade. 

S ALL AS Island.— On the 1st day of May. 
the lam's on this island will be offered for 
sale at the Land Oilice, on the usual terms — 
XI per acre. Sallas Island contains about 
2,000 acies, a large portion of winch is 
prairie land. 

Ii has been ascertained beyond a doubt 
that many Canadians and Americans of note 
were on board the steamsnip Hungarian at 
the lime she was lost. Not a soul survived 
the catastrophe, ami nothing will ever be 
known of the causes which led to the sad 
disaster. 

Discharged.— -Juan Paderes, arrested 
on a charge of setting fire to a house on 
Johnson street, was discharged on Tuesday 
by Judge I'emberton, no facts sufficient to 
criminate him having been proven.

House of Assembly. 

Wednesday, April 24, 18G0. 

The House met nt throe and a half o'clock, 
p. m. — Present, Speaker Helmoken, and Messrs. 
•Cooper, Green, Gordon, Franklin, Tolmle, Mc- 
Donald, Foster, Waddington, Carv, Southgate. 

A message was received from Ilis Kxcrlloncy, 
advising the House of the rociplt of resolutions 
asking forthe defining of the various high roads 
in the Colony; and notifying the Assembly that 
the work should be at once prosecuted. A mes- 
sngc was also received from His Excellency, Intro 
•during the Estimates for the current year, which 
were laid before the House by the Speaker. 

The Message accompanying the Estimates 
alludes to the various " Estimates" given below: 
the revenue derived, from the snl eof public laud 
is put down at only §2,000; "in consequence of 
its being generally expected that a reduction will 
soon be made in the price, sales of public lands 
have nearly ceased." Appropriations for tho 
benefit of the Fire Department of Victoria; for 
the formation of a public road from Sannich to 
Coxvltchan; for finishing the House of Assembly; 
for the extinction of the Indian titles at Cowitchan 
and Chemainos ; for tho appointment of a llegis- 
trar of Title deeds ; and for the benefit of the 
light-houses at Race Hocks and Eisgard Island, 
are iecommended. His Excellency, assuming 
that the arrangement entered into by the II. 13. 
Company with the Colonial Chaplain is binding, 
has included the sum of £400 in the Esti- 
mates for the salary of that ofliccr. In conclusion, 
His Excellency asks " that current and unavoid- 
able expenses should be provided for in full, and 
without delay, as he is without funds for carrying 
on the public business.

Mr. Tolmie introduced a bill to improve the 
breed of stock on Vancouver Island.

Mr Waddington presented a petition nume- 
rously signed, calling for the immediate removal 
of the Indians that had squatted upon private lots 
in (lie northern section of the town, and netting 
forth the great injury to property resulting there- 
from, and various oilier evils. 

Mr. Waddington gave notice of a motion that 
the House go into Committee of the Whole to 
consider the practicability of removing the Indians 
from the town of Victoria. 

Mr. Franklin asked for the returns of the popu- 
lation of Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Foster asked if there were not other papers 
connected with the Stamp land grant, which had 
never been laid before the House. 

Mr. Foster gave notice of a motion to consider 
all accounts which may be laid before the House 
in order to define precisely the liabilities of this 
Colony with regard to all accounts of the Hudson 

Bay Co. with the Imperial Government, 

Mr. Foster gave notice of a motion tin La com- 
mittee be appointed to inquire into the practica- 
bility.^ the House procuring a suitable room in 
which to hold their meetings. 

Mr. Franklin gave notice of a motion at next 
meeting, to ask His Excellency the Governor to 
lay before this House the total population, and the 
value of property — real and personal — on the 
Island. 

Adjourned until to-morrow (Wednesday), 25th 
April, at 3 o'clock. 

Wednesday, April 25, 1860. 
The IIouso met at 3 o'clock. Present — Speaker 
Helmoken in the Chair, and Messrs. Waddington. 
Cooper, Coles, Tolmie, Crease, McDonald, F'os- 
ter, Fraukliu, Cnry, Gordon, Green, and South - 
gate. 

A message was received from His Excellency, 
the Governor, enclosing an account of all lands 
sold in the Colony of Vancouver Island. Also a 
message authorizing Mr. Cary to explain matters 
connected witn the estimates. 

The House then went into Committee oi tho 
Whole, Mr. Franklin in the Chair, 

Mr. Tolmie introduced a bill relating to tho lay- 
ing out, making and repairing of public roads ; 
read and referred to Committee. 

Mr. Cooper submitted a petition from the pilots 



of Victoria and Esqnimall, asking for an increase 
in the pilotage dues. Also, a bill providing for an 
Increane in the rates of pilotage, and creating 
reforms in the present system. Referred to Com- 
mittee. 

Tho petition of a large number of persons to re- 
move the Indians from the lots in tho northern 
portion of the town, where they have squatted, 
was taken up. 

Mr. Waddington made a few remarks, in which 
he set fon h the evils resulting from the occupancy 
of the lots by the savages, and he hoped to see 
them removed without the limits of the city. 

Mr. Coles and Mr. Foster favored the appoint- 
ment of an Indian Agent to instruct the natives 
whore to locate and keep them in order. 

1 lie Committee rose and reported progress. The 
House then went into committee up n the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Foster, to consider the causes of tho 
interruption of the sittings of the Legislature. 

After some debate, Mr. Waddington moved that 
the House in future occupy the room formerly 
occupied bv the Supreme Court, in the Police 
Barracks. 'Lost. 

The Committee rose and reported progress ; nnd 
a motion was made that the House do now go into 
Committee of the Whole on Mr. Foster's motion, 
to consider all accounts which may bo laid before 
the HOUSO. in order to define precisely the liabili- 
ties of this Colony, with regard to all accounts of 
the Hudson Bay Company with the Imperial Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Cary offered as an amendment, that the 
House do not go into Committee on tho question 
of any accounts between the Imperial Government 
and the Hudson Bay Company; this Houso be- 
lieving that the Colony is under no liability to the 
Hudson Bay Co 

Mr. Cary said wo had nothing whatever to do 
with the accounts; if we meddled, we maybe 
made, to pay whatever is owing to the Company. 
Let the House dechne having anything to du with 
the accounts. 

Mr. Foster thought the House had a right to 
know what was duo the Company. The Colony 
was like a firm starting in business, it ousht to 
know how it stands. He thought it very strange, 
this keening the uceou ts back. 

Mr. Waddington thought the accounts of the 
II. B. Company with tne Home Government 
should be thoroughly sifted. 

Mr Crease was of opinion that the House 
should have Upon its records some clear and dis- 
tinct account of the atlairs of the Colony. 

Mr. McJJonald saw nothing improper in the de- 
mand ; the accounts were all against the Imperial 
Government— not against the Colony. Itwas pro- 
per we should aave them. 

After a lung discussion, Mr.C.rv's amendment 
was lost ; and the House then decided logo into 
Committee of the Whole to-morrow (Thursday) 
on Mr. Foster's resolution. 

Adjourned to Thursday, April 26th.

Mr. White, who appeared for the 
Sheriff, stated that Mr. Draku had counselled the 
Sheriff to take them. The Court ordered the 
Sheriff, as it was the first instance of complaint, to 
be governed by tho scale of lees attached to the 
rules of Court. 

Another motion was made fur return of fees by 
the Sheriff for servit^ an Injunction, In this case', 
Mr. Drake also appeared ugainst, and Mr. White 
for the Sheriff. Again Mr While charged Mr 
Drake with counselling the Sheriff to take the fees. 
The Court ruled out the motion, as it was not the 
province of n Sheriff to serve injunctions, and sug- 
ges'ed a civil suit. 

E E. Langford, Esq., was arraigned by attach- 
ment for contempt, and ordered to rind sureties 
himself in 100/, and two sureties in 50/ each to ap- 
pear in court next Tuesday, am 1 , enter affidavits 
exonerating him from the contempt, and to an- 
swer whatever interrogations may lie put to him. 
The recognizance was entered into at 2 p. h., when 
he was released from custody.
